Extortion 
suspect lifts 
voice, then 
faces music 

Courtroom aria ends 
guilty plea on high note 

By Matt O’Connor 

Tribune Staff Writer 

A booming tenor voice filled 
the high-ceilinged room as Gino 
Sader, gesturing dramatically, 
sang a mournful aria in his 
native Italian about love lost 
from a Puccini opera. 

But this was no production of 
the Lyric Opera. 

Sader was standing in the 
courtroom of U.S. District Jydge 
Harry Leinenweber dressed in 
an orange prison jumpsuit and 
singing—under oath—in •'the 
midst of pleading guilty Friday 
to a particularly vicious extor-. 
tionplot. 

Stool pigeons singing their 
hearts out isn’t an uncommon 
sight in federal court. But this 
was theater of a different sort, 
an opera-loving defendant belt¬ 
ing out an aria so forcefully that 
the judge later confided that he 
feared U.S. marshals, thinking a 
commotion had broken put, 
might come running to ‘the 
courtroom. 

The impromptu performance 
added a new twist to an 
unusual tale. Posing as a mob- 
connected tough guy, Sader 
frightened an Indiana business¬ 
man into giving him about 
$110,000 in cash during a har¬ 
rowing year of threats and 
harassment, authorities said. 

After the businessman went 
to the FBI, Sader was secretly 
recorded screaming at the vic¬ 
tim for failing to come up with 
additional money. At that point, 
he threatened to involve two 
alleged mob contacts. ._ 


“Look, I swear to God', I am 
this close to take (sic) you 
apart,” a transcript quoted 
Sader as warning. “I am this 
close....” 

In court Friday, Sader said he 
was “overwhelmed” when he 
first heard the tape played after 
his arrest. 

“I couldn’t even recognize 
[myself],” he said. 

In a deal worked out with 
prosecutors,. Sader, 37, formerly 
of Glenview, was sentenced 
immediately after pleading 
■guilty Friday to five counts of 
extortion, threatening bodily 
harm and racketeering-related 
charges. 

Leinenweber ordered Sader, 
diagnosed as manic-depressive, 
committed to a federal prison 
medical facility for mental 
health treatment. 

Sader was sentenced under a 
longstanding statute designed to 
get psychiatric treatment for 
defendants who need it Techni¬ 
cally, he got a maximum 85-year 
prison term Friday. But once 
prison doctors declare bim 
recovered, probably with medi¬ 
cation, Sader will return to fed¬ 
eral court and be resentenced to 
about 3% to 4 years in prison, 
authorities said. He already has 
served almost 11 months since

.* The extortion scheme began in 
1996 after the victim—identified in 
court papers as Fred Cairns, a 
businessman from northwest Indi¬ 
ana—was asked by a mutual 
friend to help Sader get a job, said 
Assistant U.S. Atty.

Sader persuaded Cairns to give 
him $10,000 for an investment, but 
he spent the money gambling ille¬ 
gally on sports, authorities said. 
He then demanded another 
$50,000, warning Cairns that “bad 
things” would happen if he did 
not pay up, the charges alleged. 

Sadbr repeatedly threatened to 
harm Cairns, his sick mother and 
his paraplegic brother, authorities 
said. 

•To show he was serious, Sader 
claimed to have formerly .been a 
bodyguard for Tony Accardo, who 
years ago headed the Chicago 
Outfit; and said that he still pro¬ 
vided “muscle” for mobsters, 
authorities said. 

"Trightened for his fammily, 
Cairns borrowed money from rel¬ 
atives and paid Sader about 
$40,00Q in cash during the summer 
and fall of 1996, the FBI charged. 

The threats grew more demand¬ 
ing and violent, authorities said. 
Fearful that her son would be 
hurt, fader’s mother agreed to 
take out a mortgage on her house 
for $50;000. 

To Claims’ shock, when he and 
his mother applied for a loan, 
Sader "showed up at the Chicago 
bank, pulled up a chair and iden¬ 
tified himself to the bank official 
as a business partner, the charges 
alleged. 

On the day Cairns was to 
receive the money, Sader went to 
his house and followed him and 
bis mother in a vehicle to the 
bank. After Cairns cashed the 
check, Sader took $14,000 from 
bim, authorities said. 


For months, Sader continued to i 
threaten Cairns and demanded | 
additional thousands of dollars j 
every month, authorities said. j 
When the victim had trouble ' 
coming up with money, Sader 
threatened to “butcher” him and | 
kill his family, authorities said. > 
The FBI arrested Sader May 22, I 
1997, after he had met Cairns in 
the Old Orchard mall in Skokie, 
demanded money and pocketed j 
$1,000 from him, authorities said. 

At first, the FBI thought it had 
an enforcer for the mob, said j 
' Sader’s attorney, Adam Bourgeois | 
Sr., but Sader was really only a j 
man with a long history of mental : 
illness and a vivid imagination. ' | 
Sader had quit taking his pre- 4 
scribed medicine because it left i 
him numb and feeling like a “zom¬ 
bie,” Bourgeois said. Instead, 
Sader smoked marijuana exten- 1 
sively, he said. 

But Kinney said the defendant 
carried out the lengthy extortion 
plot in a calculated manner. I 

Leinenweber ordered that Sader • 
receive drug help in addition to 
mental health treatment. 

Why Sader chose to show his 
musical talent in court wasn’t | 
exactly clear. I 

He chose an aria in which the 1 
leading male character, shortly 
before he was to be executed, 
expressed that he “never was so 
much in love with living.” Sader 
shared those feelings, Bourgeois 
said. 

During the melodramatic per¬ 
formance, the few onlookers, 
including two marshals guarding 
Sader, appeared incredulous at 
the scene, glancing at one another 
with bemused looks. 

Described by his attorney as a 
professional club singer, Sader 
sought the judge’s permission 
before launching into song. The 
easygoing Leinenweber laughed 
and let him go ahead. When Sader 
finished, Leinenweber, in perhaps 
the" kindest comment of the day, 
said, “Very good.”
